JEW YORK roared with laughter 
two years ago when it packed the 
Ethel Barrymore Theatre to see Clare 
Boothe’s satire on rich ladies and would- 
be rich ladies, briefly and terribly titled 
“The Women”. The playwright’s unspar- 
ing pen made most women blush for 
their sex, some women for themselves. 
No woman wanted to resemble any one 
of the characters in that play. 

But Hollywood, in its film version of 
“The Women,” has changed that reaction. 
Picture a cast composed of three great 
stars, two important featured players, 
and one hundred and thirty-five support- 
ing players . . . all of them styled, 
coiffed and dressed in the best of the 
Hollywood tradition, and you can under- 
stand why “The Women” becomes a fash- 
ion lesson for all of us. 

We interviewed the five important 
players and found that in this film ver- 
sion each represents a familiar Amer- 
ican type. We trained an eagle eye on 
the make-up, hair styles and clothes of 
these five, and found them full of fashion 
news for the average woman. We chatted 
with the famous designer, Adrian, with 
Guilaroff who styled their hair, with Jack 
Dawn, make-up director for this Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer picture. And out of all 
this we have compiled information for 
our readers. You'll see “The Women”, 
laugh at it, blush for your sex oc- 
casionally, and, if you are wise, 
you will learn a lesson in what to 
wear as well as what not to do. 

First, who are “The Women”? 
There is Norma Shearer, the pro- 
totype, in the picture, of every 
middle-class young American wife. 
Joan Crawford plays a perfume 
counter salesgirl who fights her 
upper 


way into the brackets. 


Ultra-modern hair-dos add to 
Roz Russell’s worldliness 


When Hollywood's most lavish studio styles Shearer. 


Crawford, Russell, Goddard and Fontaine all in one 


picture, the result is a visible fashion lesson for you 


Rosalind Russell in this picture becomes 
a thoroughly unscrupulous wench who is 
nevertheless the type of woman you find 
in every community . . . the first to try 
the new, the extreme in fashion. There 
is Paulette Goddard as a young Broad- 
wayite, who in her own way corresponds 
to the girl who is a favorite with the 
stag-line; and Joan Fontaine plays the 
natural, pretty young American girl. 

Their faces help tell their characteriza- 
tion, and so let’s study the fascinating 
faces of “The Women”. 

First, eyebrows: Do you realize that 
those two little lines above your eyes 
can do almost more than any other fea- 
ture to change expression and type? 
Everyone has talked about Joan Craw- 
ford’s big eyes, her restless, “seeking” 
look. She needed those in this role in 
“The Women” particularly. Look at her 
eyebrows. Thinned from beneath, they 
form two wide-apart arches that give 
a veritable question-mark to the expres- 
sion of her eyes. 

Miss Shearer’s brows are wide near 
the nose, with only a normal tapering at 


the ends. They are thinned a fraction, but 
kept in their true line, to emphasize the 
oval eyes, the serene forehead. 
Rosalind Russell’s brows are used to 
balance the lips that are drawn petu- 
lantly full for this picture, to keep her

facial character dominant even below ex- 
treme hats and head-dresses. They are 
plucked from beneath, to move them high 
enough on her forehead. This leaves 
room for eye-shadow to make her dark 
eyes look bigger and more luminous. 

Paulette Goddard wears heavy brows, 
and wouldn’t dare do otherwise or her 
face might be lost beneath those bangs 
and that mop of hair. Joan Fontaine 
leaves a wide space over the bridge of 
her nose, and shapes the brows to further 
the look of classic delicacy so charac- 
teristic of her face. 

Before you begin with the tweezers, 
study those five faces, and decide which 
one you can approximate. Choose wise- 
ly, for it is no secret that Crawford’s 
brows on Shearer’s face or Shearer’s on 
Crawford’s face would be unhappy acci- 
dents. And above all, notice throughout 
the picture that only the girls playing the 
most empty-faced, empty-headed roles 
wear those vacant-stare eyebrows, the 
too-too thin, tiny line. 

The next most characteristic feature, 
and one with which make-up liberties 
can be taken, is the mouth. A good lip- 
stick brush (or even a No. 2 oil brush 
sold in an artists’ supply shop), a good 
lipstick or lip-rouge, and a little practice 
are all you need to have the kind of 
mouth that belongs to your own face.

It seems unnecessary to write about 
Crawfords mouth. Its characteristic 
shape has become synonymous’ with 
Crawford. Rumour hath it that it started 
as a mistake—an impossible thing to 
believe when you know Hollywood. How- 
ever it started, you ll notice that it is mod- 
ified in “The Women”. There is a curve, 
but its “squared-off” look, its generous 
width, remain. Frankly, we think Craw- 
ford’s mouth is entirely right to balance 
her big eyes and the inevitably emphasized 
coiffures that enlarge the appearance of 
her head. We even think that mouth is 
well-related to her wide shoulders, her 
“aura of astrong, almost pioneer woman. 

If you'd like to try her mouth, start 
with your brush at the left corner of 
the upper lip. Draw your outline first, 
with the flat edge of the brush—and do 
not follow the natural bow of your lip. 
Now from the center to the right. Now 
even the lips up on the outline. Next 
outline the full lower lip. Fill in the 
outlines—and, with your brush, paint 
well into the under sides of your lips. 
Last, go back and fill in the corners. 
Bad? Cream it off, use soap and water, 
and you've a new canvas to start on. 

But perhaps you are more Miss 
Shearer's type . . . the sweet but not 
sugary American woman. Then follow 
her lip outline, the natural shape of the 
lips, with just a slight tipping up at the 
corners. You ll notice, too, that even in 
black and white photography, her lips 
look light. Dark lips would be distract- 
ing on her delicately featured face. 

Miss Russell's mouth is_ particular- 
ly interesting to us because it’s a new 
one for her. Remember her very toned- 
down make-up in “The Citadel”? Now 
look at that “spoiled” (but attractive ) 
mouth. A natural but heavy-toned upper 
lip, a decided bit of cheating to make a 
very full lower lip, and Miss Russell's 
transformation into a successful “pout- 
er” is complete. You don't want to be a 
pouter? Let’s be honest enough to ad- 
mit that that face (without the character 
behind it which Miss Russell must por- 
tray on the screen) is a favorite with 
men, though they may deny it. 

Miss Goddard’s mouth is like her en- 


tire role 
outline mouth, put on rather heavily, to 
balance the coiffure. And if you wear 
your hair that long and heavy, be sure 


very obvious, a full, natural- 


your mouth doesn’t disappear. Use 


plenty of dark lip-rouge, and give your- 
self enough lips. Miss Fontaine's lips, 
like her brows, take their cue from her 
fragile type of loveliness. They are com- 
pletely natural and light in tone. 

Hair styles offer plenty of inspiration. 
Very short and very curled is Crawford's 
hair styling. Only the crown of the head 
is left smooth. The side-part and the 
abundance of curls, with the neck and the 
excellent jaw-line left visible, make a 
new hair-style for Crawford. While it 
adds to her characterization of a direct 
and ruthless “climber”, it also serves as 
inspiration for a quite flattering version 
of the “baby hair-cut” possible for even 
the wide-faced woman to wear. This coif- 
fure looks very well on Crawford, though 
she told us in her dressing room that 
she'll be glad when it grows out. For her 
part, it is too short for a oir] who hates 
to “fuss” with her hair. Crawford’s hair 
crows so fast that it needs cutting once 
a week—a sure sign that a new perma- 
nent is needed very often, since hers is 
not curled right to the scalp. Watch the 
length of your own hair-cut, if your hair 
sprouts speedily. 

Miss Shearer’s hair is also cut very 
short (Hollywood really has gone quite 
crazy over this short hair-do, though 
the youngsters still take theirs long). But 
do see how that hair is kept completely 
smooth on top, brushed back almost to 
the ears, and then curled into many brief 
ringlets. We saw Miss Shearer at the 
Lubitsch party still wearing her short 
hair-cut, and looking the same serene. 
sracious person she plays on the screen. 

Rosalind Russell is a hairdresser’s de- 
light in “The Women” and even if you 
can’t copy the ingenious up hair-do that 


Miss Russell's striking clothes 
form a one-woman fashion parade 


houses everything from tulle bows, to 
odd contraptions of felt and taffeta, take 
a good look at the one she wears with a 
rolled front and a down-back tied with 
a bow. It is easy to try out on your own 
hair, and surprisingly young and flatter- 
ing. It is worn by Miss Russell because, 
for her role, she must be changing her 
coiffure all the time. That’s not a bad 
idea even for us conservatives. 

Miss Goddard’s bangs and long hair 
are not just any casual hair style. Watch 
for the very soft wave, the one slight 
“bend” at the ends of the hair. We think 
it fits her character in the picture—and 
when we saw her at Catalina recently, 
we noticed that with the bangs brushed 
a little to one side, it suited her young 
gamin get-up even there. 

Joan Fontaine’s hair gives the lie to 
those people who say up hair-dos are 
harsh. Plainly it depends on how the 
hair is done, and whether or not the 
facial features are regular. Hers are— 
and she’s wearing that coiffure to parties 
too. At the Bob Riskin party, her hair 
was almost a duplicate of “The Women” 
coiffure, even to the little flecks of gold- 
dust she sprinkled in it. You can buy 
this gold-flake at a paint store, but it is 
none too safe to use, as it both drops off 
on your clothes and is apt to cause trou- 
ble if it gets into an open spot on the 
scalp or skin. 

Their clothes are of great importance. 
Adrian the designer had a problem. A 
problem? Let’s count his most obvious 
problems.

A young actress would come in, a moist 
sponge would be rubbed across the open box, then lightly 
over the girl’s face . . . and suddenly she looked smoothly 
powdered, but with a difference. There was less of the 
powdered look, and her skin had taken on a soft glow. 

It took many more months for those who created this 
new camera make-up to be convinced it was also right for 
street make-up, right without change or limitation. The ed- 
itors of GLAMOUR have watched it in the studios.

This make-up is not hard to apply. There are only two 
hazards, ones you have met in powder. First, be sure the color 
is correct. When you buy, try a little on your face. Second, be 
sure that the sponge you use to apply it with is not too wet. 

From our experience, this make-up softens the fatigue 
lines, blurs blemishes, gives a smooth finish, and leaves a 
less “made-up” look than anything we've ever seen. It adds

a perfect one. You may use this make-up for day as well 
as evening wear. Apply it lightly in the morning before 
you leave the house. It should need no repair before noon. 
Then, if possible, clean the face and re-apply it. This is 
good care of the skin, rather than a rule for Pan-Cake 
make-up. If you can’t do a clean-up, you can powder lightly 
over the make-up, to remove any slight shininess. 
Actually, this make-up seems to improve the skin. This 
may be because the sponge to be effective must be kept 
clean, because the make-up itself is so light, and because it 
protects the skin from grime and dust. For those women who 
find it slightly drying, there is an invisible base to apply first. 
The make-up should be carried well down into the 
throat, so that the face and the neck are the same color.

I know. I have talked to Dr. Ben- 
jamin Gaylord Hauser, the man in the 
case, on the subject of his romance 
with the world’s most famous glamour 
girl. Here is the inside story: 

Handsome Dr. Hauser has 
cone through the years beating a path 
of health and beauty for the women 
of the world. His now famous vege- 
table and fruit juice diet leaped into 
prominence when it was adopted by 
the Duchess of Windsor.

a few myths—among them, Garbo’s rumored marriage 


Walking in Rain” or “Garbo Break- 
ing in a New Pair of Shoes—Size 10”. 
She can't go to the movies without be- 
ing literally torn apart. The world 
wont let Garbo be a person without 
headlining the fact that she was once 
a barber in Sweden or that she “Vants 
to be alone!” She has been laughed 
at, her clothes ridiculed, until she has 
had to lock herself away from the 
world in self-defense. 

Here is a fact about Garbo that 
should give you a pretty good idea of 
what type of person she really is. Gar- 
bo has a contract with M-G-M to do 
two pictures a year at $250,000 a pic- 
ture. If in the filming of it, the picture 
should run over the time allotted from 
the starting date. Greta is supposed 
to be paid extra. 

Well... back in November of 
last year she reported at the studio to 
begin work on “Ninotschka’, but the 
studio miscalculated and the produc- 
tion didn't start until several months 
later.

One 
of the most successful of these is Malvina Dunn 
of Warner Bros. Mrs. Dunn coaches all the 
Warner stars and has helped to produce such 
triumphs as the flexible, expressive voice of 
Bette Davis; the round, sweet tones of Olivia 
de Havilland; the clear. low accents of Jane 
Bryan and the light quick charm of Geraldine 
Fitzgerald's fine voice.

YRNA LOY today is cool, poised, charming. In her screen characterizations she is always a 
lady in the very best sense of the word. She plays serene wives, assured and gently know- 
ing. Or she plays the sophisticated (but never cynical) girl who wins her man (Spencer Tracy, 
Clark Gable, Robert Taylor, ete.) not only because she is beautiful and witty, but because she is 
calm and understanding. That clear, untroubled gaze comes from eyes set ever-so-slightly on a 
slant, eyes that are the only reminder of the days when Loy, not Lamour, wore a sarong: 
when she played half-castes from Mandalay to San Francisco, with all the sinister touches.

Stitched hat 
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Read down this list of after-summer woes. Check those that apply 
to you. Then learn what remedies movie and beauty worlds sug- 


gest for improving sun-baked skins, eyes, hair, hands and nails 


Have you an overdose of sun-tan? Stimulate your circulation, advises 
Priscilla Lane, star of “The Roaring Twenties”. Send the blood racing up 
into your skin. It will quicken sloughing (discarding of the dry skin 
particles), hasten the growth of new tissues, and help your skin return to its 
original state as soon as possible. Remember though that no treatment or 
preparation can remedy a sun-tanned condition immediately. It takes time 
and perseverance and quite a little effort. 

Miss Lane has a fine method for putting those red and white cor- 
puscles to work. She lolls leisurely for some minutes in a tub of steaming hot 
water. Then out she jumps, pulls a pair of Turkish towel mitts on her hands, 
and massages herself briskly with common table salt, sending the dry skin 
particles skipping off her body. She finishes by rubbing body lotion mixed 
with lemon juice (a mild bleach) over all sun-baked spots. 

There are also some excellent preparations for lightening the skin, in 


the stores. The beauty experts advise extra care in using bleaching creams. Priscilla Lane reconditions her- 
For example, never leave a bleaching cream on overnight. Anything that self for fall with brisk rub-downs 


whitens the skin is apt to have a drying effect. Use your preparations regu- 
larly each day. This is far more effective than piling them on for several 
hours once in a while. If you're looking for a quick way to hide your 
sun-burn, try one of the new pan-cake make-ups. Spread damp spongefuls 
of it over the sun-tanned area. This make-up gives a new color to your skin. 


a color that will harmonize with your autumn clothes. 


Are you left with bathing suit marks? Then, if you plan to wear an 
evening frock, cover your back and shoulders with a liquid powder founda- 
tion. Unless you're a contortionist you may have a bit of trouble performing 


this feat by yourself. Better call someone in to help you. Have her pour a 


small amount of the fluid on a dab of cotton and blend it evenly over the 
skin. This will hide the tell-tale marks left by the cut of your 1939 beach attire. Susan Havward cold creams her 
face daily to prevent any dryness 4 


How about freckles? Lighten them by applying a bleach and freckle lotion 
about three times each week. Do an A-1 job of concealing them by using 
a dark powder foundation over face and neck—dark as the freckles them- 
selves. This is a favorite trick of such stars as Myrna Loy and Joan Craw- 
ford, for each has a light sprinkling of freckles across her nose. But you 
must despair of getting completely rid of them. Freckles are the bugaboo of 
the beauticians, and as yet, no really satisfactory method for their removal 
has been discovered. After summer, some of them fade a little anyway. 


Is your skin dried and coarsened? Susan Hayward (of “Beau Geste” 
fame) has a method of cleaning, toning and creaming the skin which is 
sound to use constantly—day in and day out. First mask your face and 
neck with cleansing cream. Allow it to remain for some minutes and then 
remove with tissues. Next, using a well-saturated pad of cotton, pat on a 


toning lotion. Third, follow up with the richest, most luxurious cream you can 


get. Miss Hayward finds that massaging cream into the skin with a gentle Joan Crawford blurs 
upward motion achieves the best results. She likes to apply it just before freckles with a dark powder base 


going to bed, always leaving an ever-so-slight film of it on overnight. 
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Are there new wrinkles and squint lines about your eyes? Keep your 
eyes and area around eyes well lubricated. Susan Hayward brushes her lashes 
and brows in oil, uses oil liberally about her eyes. and applies her fall mas- 
cara with brilliantine instead of water. Some eyes. however, may be too 
sensitive for even the blandest oils. If yours are such. keep a bottle of eye 
lotion, or a mild solution of boric acid on hand to bathe them with. Cover 
the lids with cotton pads which have been dipped in witch hazel as does Jo 
Ann Sayers, young M-G-M plaver, or place eve packs. filled with sooth- 
ing herbs. over them to relieve irritation and relax muscles. Follow with a 


rich cream—the regular tissue cream you use for your face is excellent. 


Is your hair dried out? Give your hair hot oil treatments. Rosemary Lane. 
star of “The Return of Dr. X”, takes them weekly, using a combination of 
eucalyptus and olive oils. She parts her hair into thin strands, puts a 
little oil on each strand. and massages it into her scalp until her head 
resembles a chef's salad. Next she whips bath towels, wrung out in piping 
hot water, turban-fashion about her locks. and under these, allows the oil 
to soak well into her hair. After an hour or more, she washes her head thor- 
oughly, and her hair is left soft and gleaming. It's wise to supplement the 
shampoo with a massage and a daily application of dry hair tonic. And brush- 


ing is fine for bringing natural scalp oils into action. 


Is your hair too oily? Rub your hair thoroughly with salt before each 
shampoo to remove any possible film of oil. Jeanette MacDonald, starring in 
“Lover Come Back to Me’, has been using this trick for years to keep her 
lovely tresses in condition, for it seems to eliminate excess oil, stimulate cir- 
culation and promote the growth of hair. In addition, you would be smart to 
buy a bottle of tonic for oily hair and use it as a daily cleanser and condi- 


tioner. Brush your locks every day. It will help regulate natural oil action. 


Are your hands summer-rough? “Work corn-meal and buttermilk into 
a thim paste and apply it to your hands,” hints Fay Bainter of “Our Neighbors 
-——the Carters”. It has a mild bleaching effect. and if used religiously should 
whiten them. Gladys George, featured in “A Child Is Born”, has found that 
frequent massage with mineral oil keeps her hands soft, lemon juice helps 


keep them white. For regular care use a rich lotion every day. 


Are your nails splintered? Soak your finger-tips each night in white iodine, 
as does Ida Lupino of “The Adventures of Sherlock Holmes”. Or use Jo 
Ann Sayers’ method of massaging castor oil over and around the nails. 
Nail wax is good for strengthening nails and keeping them in shape. 

What—no_ post-summer sufferings? Congratulate yourself! Youve 
euarded your beauty as carefully as Hedy Lamarr does hers. You've realized 
that the old ounce of prevention is well worth the effort. You have protected 
yourself with sun-tan lotions. Hidden beneath shady hats and dark glasses. 
Dropped your shoulder straps for an even tan. Oiled your nails. Used com- 
mon sense and hence you are in even better condition than when the summer 


began. Glamour bows to you! You deserve your beauty.
